The family owned and operated 
business is the frame on which the 
celebration in Wilmington is built 
That which makes it what it is 
today — a Fourth of July that no 
town around can beat. The 


carnival is family focused and 
caters to young children and their 
families. Cushing stresses that 
family is very important to him, 
and has been involved with the 
families of Wilmington for a long 
time 

Cushing says he can’t help but 
know and remember a lot about 
the town. He has seen changes 
through the years in many 
different things, but his values 
have always remained the same. 

Cushing has kept his goal of 
making the carnival and. the 
Fourth of July a family event. His 
decision to pay for the shuttle 
buses and the small fireworks, that 
are intended to be special for the 
kids, proves this. 

Cushing claims that he has seen 
through the years things that most 
people will never see. Perhaps his 
deep roots are the reason for his

coaches for the gleam off the top 
of their heads, forgetting your 
equipment and most of all, the best 
part of participating in’ youth 
sports is part of your 
childhood that you never want to 
forget 
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Somewhere to go; no way 


Gary Josephson lias his sites of 
new goals, New because all his other 
choices have been tossed out the win- 
dow. He had lived and worked in 
Wilmington for all his thirty years 
After graduating from Wilmington 
High in 1984 he had worked as an 
electrician for Bob Wright, Mike 
Walsh and others. 

It was just about a year ago that the 
new motorcycle he bought was de- 
stroyed in an accident, but that was 
just the machine. At 29 years old, 
Gary was coming home from work 
when he was hit by a truck while 
riding alone on his motorcycle. 

He now has a greater appreciation 
for life and a deep sense of motivation 
and ambition. His hospital stay and 
rehabilitation went by quickly. Just 
seven months after the accident Gary 
was able to move into a handicapped 


accessible apartment in Burlington 
He has been able to live there with the 
help of personal caré attendants 
Learning to adapt has been at times 
frustrating but he has learned to be 
patient and use his mind to problem 
solve. AsaC-5 quadriplegic he has no 
finger movement, only wrist func- 
tion. He has sensation from his shoul- 
ders up. Living alone is supposed to 
be impossible for people with this 
level of injury. 

Gary has learned to balance him- 
self and through rehabilation exer- 
cises he is able to transfer himself to 
bed with just someone to stand by — a 
remarkable feat for someone with this 
level of injury. He is learning to so- 
cialize more. His quick wit and sense 


of humor have helped sustain him \ 


throughout the ordeal. He now has an 
electric wheel chair, giving him greater 


mobility 
Gary is still the same man, it's only 
his legs don't work like they used to. 
“Not walking is the easy part. It's all 
the other stuff 
But let's move on from that, be 


that’s what I miss.” 


cause Gary wants to move on from 
that, too. He plans to return to North- 
eastern University this fall to get his 
degree in finance or marketing, and 
then return to the work force, becom- 
ing again a productive member of 
society 
“Tused to work with my back now 
I'll have to learn to work with my 
mind.” That learning, is however, not 
available in his special apartment in 
Burlington. Living in a wheelchair 
makes it impossible todo many things. 
He could not even stay at his mother's 
\home. It just wouldn't work. He has 
an apartment on the ground floor near

as an extra thumb, to open the door and pick up objects.

Appointments can be arranged to limit the amount of time it 
takes to make your donation by calling (800) 258-0025, ext 2099. 

Ask someone to go with 
you. Ask your neighbor, ask a friend, ask your boss! Most people 
never donate because they were never asked. Ask someone.

AFDC is not shifting people to SSI 


Dear Larz: 

A widely circulated wire service 
story this week incorrectly alleged 
the decline in the Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children (AFDC) 
caseload was due to the fact that 
recipients are merely being shifted 
to the federal Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI) program for the 
disabled. 

This unfounded claim has 
absolutely no merit. 

During a five year period cited in 
the report, approximately 300,000 
AFDC cases have closed in.Mass. 
Only about 700, fewer than three 
percent, were closed because the 
recipient moved to SSI. 

Compared to 1991, there are 
currently 42,000 fewer, not more, 
Mass. residents relying on the state 
and federal welfare programs 
mentioned in the article. 

While Mass. does indeed have 
contracts to move people with 
disabilities off the state rolls and 
onto SSI, it is not AFDC recipients 
who are being converted, but 
recipients of Emergency Aid to the 


Elderly, Disabled and Children 
(EAEDC), which is a program 
intended to help people with short 
term disabilities. 

Let there be no mistake that the 
SSI caseload has skyrocketed across 
the entire country. If the 
Weld-Cellucci Administration 
could receive permission for us to 
oversee the SSI program in Mass., 
rest assured there would be fair yet 
dramatic cost saving measures in a 
federal program known for its 
issuance of "crazy checks." 

There is a small segment that is 
determined to see welfare reform 
fail in Mass. Published reports such 
as the recent wire service story give 
those pessimists false hopes. 
Welfare, reform in Mass. is 
traveling down the toad to success. 
Since it took 60 years to get us in the 
mess we're in, it will take some time 
to stem the tide. Mass. however, is 
headed in the right direction.

‘Reading became interested. 
1° So,on the Sth of September 1729 a 
i!ipetition was presented to the Great 
and General Court (Legislature) 
‘ A Oe that the northern part of 
oburn and the west part of 
Reading be made into, a distinct 
Niprecinct. It. was presented by 
Samuel Eames of Goshen and 
Benjamin Harnden of Reading. It 
rfailed to get any action from the 
Legislature. 

Then followed another petition, 
this time asking for a new town. 
Woburn and Reading were 
summoned to show why the petition 
should not be granted. 

A committee from both houses of 
tghe Legislature spent some days 
icarefully looking over the ground. 
hey noted distances. They 
fectimated the ability of the region to 
Support preaching. They reported 
{that "it was highly reasonable that 
he petition be granted."

Samuel Dummer, Esq., a brother 
mA the Lieutenant Governor of 
achusetts was appointed the 

eve Moderator of Wilmington. 

Dummer's home was just 
} northerly of the present Salem 
} Street in Wilmington, easterly of 
tahe Harnden Tavern, in an area 
| Which is now covered with brush 
j and scrub trees. There were 300 
| acres. There was, also 15 African 
i Slaves, owned by Dummer. He had 

Drought his slaves from Jamaica 
when his brother was appointed 
jovernor by the British King. 
What is now Andover Street and 
# Woburn Street was a road of sorts 
named Woburn Street, which had 
een laid out by Andover residents, 
# to get to Boston. And what is now 
Middlesex Avenue was the "Main 
Road," a country road leading 
toward Main Street. Part of the 
"Main Road" is today the driveway 
of the Congregational Church. 

There was a school house, at what 
is. now the corner of Butters Row 
‘and Main Street, erected by Woburn 
settlers 10 years previously. There 
the first town meeting was held. 
There, also, were the first religious 


The home on Woburn Street was once occupied by Wilmington's first 
preacher. It is now awaiting renovations. The new owner hopes move it back 
from the street and to put a new foundation under it 


In the third town meeting, 
February 2, 1730-1, Daniel Pierce 
was elected Moderator. Samuel 
Dummer was again the Moderator 
in the fourth Town Meeting on 
March 2, the “annual” town 
meeting. The selectmen, first in 
Wilmington, named were Deacon 
Harnden, Deacon James Thompson, 
Samuel Eames. Lt. Benjamin 
Harnden and William Butters 
Tithing Men were also elected at 
that meeting, men who were 
expected to take car® of any 
problem arising, from Sabbath 
breaking.to the superintendence of 
the behavior of children in the 
meeting house. 

There were more town meetings 
during the summer. It was voted, 
for example, to divide the seats by a 
middle aisle, one side for women 
and one for men. It was also voted 
that Mr. Samuel Dummer was to 
have a seat on the east side of the 
pulpit, provision having already 
been made for a minister's pew. His 
pew was set two inches higher, than 
that of the pastor. 

On the 29th of October 1731, one 
year after the first.town meeting, 
the town began to prepare for a 
minister, The vote was that it “is 
ready to treat with a gentleman or 
gentlemen.” It also voted that the 
"Rev. Mr. Varney be treated with, 
by the committee." 

There was a long list of possible 
clergymen. 

The®Rev. Mr. Varney lived at 
what is now 585 Woburn Street, just 
southerly of where Wildwood 
Street joins. No one is living in the 
home at this writing 

It must have been an imposing 
Colonial residence. One can see 
today of what must have been a fire 
which consumed much of that 
house. Obviously the fire must have 
been many years ago. 

The records of the meeting with 
Mr. Varney leave no doubt but that 
he was. an early resident of 
Wilmington. The lady he marriéd 
was aresident of what is now High 
Street. Her father was a physi 

But, on December 7 the committce 
in charge was told of at least four 
more clergymen with whom they 
were to treat, and then of two more 


The vote was passed, in a formal 
town meeting. 

On the 6th of January 1732 the 
committee was ordered to make 
further arrangements with Mr 
Varney, if they could. But on March 
6 they were instructed to "provide 
transit preaching.” for one month 
Three clergymen were named, each 
of whom was to be listened to, in 
church, for one month. 

On the 4th day of July 1732 the 
committee was summoned for the 
choice of a minister. The name of 
the Rev. Ward Cotton was 
submitted. He was clected by a 
unanimous voted. Three hundred 
pounds was voted for a settlement, 
with score paper 
money, yearly." 

A most substantial committee had 
been named to treat with the Rey 
Ward Cotton, but negotiations did 
not go smoothly. Four more 
clergymen were named to fill the 
pulpit, each for a month. 

Then on June 19, 1733 the Rev 
James’ Varney was elected the 
Minister, and so it turned out, for 
on the 12th day of July the Town 
Meeting elected him the Minister 

At the time of the incorporation of 
the Town of Wilmington the 
legislature required that the town 
was to provide itself with a minister 
“within the space of three years 
That date was only two and a half 
months away 

What caused the delay? Twelve 
men are in the record of having 
filled the pulpit, many of whom 
were merely transient 

It appears that’ there was a 
hesitation on the part of Mr 
Varney, possibly because of ill 
health 

A settlement was voted to him of 
300) pounds, half of which was to be 
paid in the first year, and half in the 
second, after his ordination, The 
annual salary was to be 120 pounds 
in currency, to rise and fall as the 
value rises and falls. The town was 
also to be at cost of providing him 
with two thousand’ acres of land, 
“laid out in Woburn.” 

Mr. Varney was voted 25 cords of 
wood yearly. Later he was voted 32 
pounds, for the expense of his 
ordination

This writer is not certain as to the 
length of time the Rev. Mr. Varney 
lived in Wilmington, after his 
ordination. He did move to New 
Hampshire within a few years, and 
had a record here of having served 
in the pulpit of several churches in 
that colony in a relatively short 
period of time. 

Wilmington, it appears, exper- 
ienced difficulties with the Rev 
James Varney 

His name begins to appear again in 
the Wilmington records in 1739, 
and finances seems to be the reason. 

A year or so later the Rev. Isaac 
Morrill became the minister of the 
Wilmington church, a pastorate 
which lasted until his death in 1793. 

A committee Was named to study 
the financial problems of 
Wilmington, and it can be noted, 
Mr. Morrill was directed to, upon 
receiving his salary, "shall give ye 
town a full report annually.” 

Cadwallader Ford, Benjamin 
Lawthry (?) and Samuel Walker 
were named a commiltee to “agree 
with Mr. James Varney, in the 
town’s behal!, respecting the failure 
of Varney to appear “in the town's 
defence in any cort of records to 
final judgment and execution." 

Ford, who lived in the home at the 
head of Middlesex Avenue, had

In a Town Meeting on June 12 
1744, with Cadwallader Ford 
serving as the Moderator the town 
voted that two hundred forty 
pounds, by assessment, should be 
leveyed upon the inhabitants Of this 
town forthwith to discharge the 
obligations of the town by their 
committee to Mr, James Varney 
That seems to end the story

The fans line up outside the 
box office window, forming a 
multi-colored snake that winds 
its way around a fence and down 
a nearby street. The sounds of 
rock music fill the air, along 
with vendors-seeking customers 
hungry for a pretzel, hot dog, 
beer or t-shirt. * 

This scene may sound a lot 
like the one that occurs at 
Fenway Park every time the 
Red Sox play a home game, but 
it’s not. Baseball fans in 
Middlesex County can now trav- 
el up Rte. 38 to Lowell’s Alumni 
Field to catch the national past- 
time at a fraction of today’s 
major league costs. 

The Lowell Spinners debuted 
at their new home last Monday 
night to a full house of 4,009 
fans, who haven’t seen a profes- 
sional baseball game played in 
their city for the last 50 years. 
And with a new ballpark sched- 
uled to open next summer along 
the banks of the Merrimack 
River (near the Aiken Street 
Bridge), the Spinners expect to 
be in Lowell for many seasons to 
come. 

While sports fans are over- 
joyed with having a minor 
league team nearby, local busi

ness owners along Rte. 38 and 
other local streets are also look- 
ing forward to summers again. 

The same firm that designed 
Baltimore’s Camden Yards ball- 
park is creating an $8 million, 
6,000 seat, 12 skybox stadium 
that is expected to provide an 
economic revival for the region 
that former senator Paul 
Tsongas says has been in the 
works for quite some time. 

“People are very excited 
about this,” said Tsongas, who 
was on hand to address the 
crowd at the home opener. “The 
team adds a whole new dimen- 
sion to Lowell.” 

A minor league hockey team 
is expected to start up in 1997 in 
a new arena, which will also 
contribute to the revitalization 
process. 

For now, the Spinners play in 
Alumni Field, which has been 
home to some great moments in 
Middlesex County sports history. 
Wilmington’s Jason Bere 
pitched there during home 
games for Middlesex Commun- 
ity College, and Billerica’s Tom 
Glavine faced Burlington's Pete 
Smith in the 1983 state high 
school championship, before 
they became teammates on the 
Atlanta Braves.

The place looks a little differ- 
ent than most fans might 
remember, though. In sections 
close to home plate, backrests 
have been installed for more 
comfort (these are the most 
expensive seats, priced at $5). 
Fans can also walk up and buy 
unreserved seats for just $3. 

‘Temporary concession stands 
have been set up, selling pret- 
zels for $1 and beers for $2.50 
(on opening night, the lines 
were just as long as those at 
Fenway). More parking has 
been added, along with 4,000 
new seats. 

The new park will hold 
between 5-6,000 fans, and the 
Spinners will share the field 
with the UMass-Lowell baseball 
team, which will play games 
there in the spring and fall. 

“The city of Lowell was inter- 
ested in having an old-style ball- 
park, particularly given the mill 
history here and the fact that 
the city is as old as it is,” said 
Spinners President Clyde Smoll, 
who moved the team here from 
Elmira, New York, during the 
offseason. “The plan for the new 
park is to go in at ground level 
and then go down when we're 
building, in order to create a 
bowl effect. Behind the center 
field fence you'll be able to see 
the bend in the Merrimack 
River, and the right field line 
will be facing toward the Aiken 
Street Bridge.” 

The dimensions of the new 
park will probably be 330-340 
feet in left and right field; and 
400 feet or more to straight- 
away center field. 

The team is affiliated with 
the Boston Red Sox, a relation- 
ship which should work both

The ASAPs them- 
selves will directly provide care 
management, information and 
referral and some nutrition ser- 
vices, but all other services will 
be purchased for the consumer. 
Because the ASAPs will not 
directly or indirectly own ser- 
vices, they will be able to deter- 
mine what a senior needs with- 
out a financial conflict of inter- 
est. 


“Our long term care system 
in Massachusetts has been 
described as a pinball machine,” 
said Webster. “This new law 
means no more bouncing around 
from agency to agency for 
elders and their loved ones. By 
creating a single entry point for 
care, we can ensure that the ser- 
vices elders want are easy to 
access.” “For too many of our 
senior citizens,” Governor Weld 
said at the bill signing April 18, 
“figuring out how to get the 
assistance they need has 
become practically a full-time 
job.” :

Webster noted that the ASAP 
bill should create a greater 
awareness of community 
services, “We now<spend 90 per- 
cent of our long term care dol. 
lars on nursing home care,” 
Webster explained. “Home care 
is ‘the care of first resort, and 
ASAPs will be looking to provide 
cost-effective care in the com- 
munity wherever possible. 
That’s good news for taxpayers 
as well as consumers.” 

The state’s Executive Office 
of Elder Affairs will designate 
local ASAP agencies, which can 
be home care corporations. The 
ASAPs will determine needs, 
develop individualized care 
plans, purchase the services 
needed, and then monitor the 
quality of care provided - all 
under the control of one agency. 

The Governor's signature 
caps a multi-year effort by 
Mystic Valley Elder Services 
and elderly rights groups across 
the state to get the ASAP bill 
signed into law. Webster said the 
passage of ASAP was due to the 
efforts of Senators Thomas 
Birmingham, Charles Shannon, 
Bruce Tarr, and Richard Tisei, 
and Representatives Paul Casey, 
Vincent Ciampa, Edward 
Connolly, Brian Cresta, James 
DePaola, Anthony Giglio, 
Patrick Guerriero, Bradley 
Jones, Jim Marzilli and William 
Reinstein. 

“Our area legislators were 
very supportive of ASAP,” 
Webster added. “Hundreds of 
local seniors from Everett, 
Malden, Medford, Melrose, 
Reading, North Reading, 
Stoneham and Wakefield wrote 
to their legislators asking for 
this bill. The message about bet: 
ter coordinating care was heard 
loud and clear.”

Burlington 


“Planning Director Tony 
Fields told a Burlington 
Business Round Table (BBRT) 
gathering recently that the

“The concept of a PDD in 
town for an assisted living facili- 
ty was defeated at January

“Corporate Drive off 
Cambridge Street is the location 
of the town’s existing PDD. It 
was approved by a 61-6 vote of 
Town Meeting in 1988. 

“The development 
635,000 square feet and com- 
bines one 120,000-square-foot 
office building and 72 
condominiums (of which 
between 50 and 55 have been 
built). Three more office build- 
ings are scheduled to be con- 
structed.”

What attention is need 
to keep a driveway in 
the best of condition? 


Your driveway, like your 
house, can easily become an 
eyesore if you neglect it. But it 
doesn’t take much effort or 
money to keep an asphalt 
driveway in top shape and 
looking good. Also, 
driveway maintenance will 
keep small problems from bec- 
oming big ones and postpone 
the major expense of replace- 
ment. 

All a driveway needs is peri- 
odic attention, like filling 
cracks and potholes and apply- 
ing a couple of coats of sealer. 

If your driveway was in- 
stalled by a good paving con- 
tractor, it’s about 4 inches 
thick and was well-rolled on a 
substantial subbase. If so, it 
has probably stood up well and 
all it may need is occasional 
sealing for cosmetic purposes 

If, however, your driveway 
was installed by an un- 
scrupulous paver, and is only 
an inch or so thick,- then it’s 
probably already falling apart. 
Sealing and patching will help 
its appearance, but they only 
postpone its inevitable 
deterioration. 

Several forces act against 
even the best driveways, and 
here’s what typically happens. 
Temperature cycles, especially 
freezing and thawing, cause 
the driveway to expand and 
contract over time. Although 
flexible, a driveway has a limit 
to how many expan- 
sion/contraction. cycles it can 
take. Eventually, small cracks 


open in its surface and water 
seeps through to the subbase. 
Periodic wettings compact and

routine, 


settle the soil, creating a sig- 
nificant void under the pave- 
ment. Ultimately, the weight of 
an automobile will crush 
through the spot — causing a 
pothole. 

Or, water trapped in cracks 
below the surface turns to ice 
during a freeze. Water expands 
when frozen and enlarges the 
cracks. Gas, grease and oil 
“drippings act as solvents and 
damage the pavement by dis- 
solving the asphalt, particular- 
ly during hot weather. 

It’s important to prepare 
your driveway before sealing 
it. Like any coating, sealer 
bonds better when applied over 
a clean surface. Also, patches 
and repairs last longer if they 
are made first, then protected 
by two coats of sealer. 


Begin by using a shovel or 
ice seraper to scrape off lumps 
of grease and dirt. Pull grass 
or weeds out of cracks, trying 
to remove their roots as well. 
Otherwise, scrape them off 
flush to the surface. Use a 
knife or trowel to dig out the 
roots and dirt, and enlarge the 
hole to receive patching 
material. 


Use a stiff broom to sweep 
clean the driveway and check 
for areas where grease, oil or 
gas drippings have marred and 
softened the surface. Scrub 
these spots with a driveway 
cleaning solution or with warm 
water and household detergent. 
Use a stiff scrub brush and 
spray rinse the area with a 
garden hose. 


Small holes and depressions 
are repaired with asphalt 
driveway patching compound, 
This pastelike material con- 
tains small aggregate (gravel). 
For a small hole, chip out all 
the broken blacktop material 
around the edges to about 2 in- 
ches deep. Brush out or vacu- 
um loose material and fill the 
hole with compound to about 
one‘falf-inch higher than the 
surrounding pavement. Use the 
end of a short length of 2-by-4 
as a tamp to compact the com- 
pound until it’s level with the 
pavement. 

If the hole is shallow and 
dish-shaped, complete the 
packing by placing a board on 
the compound and hitting ‘it 
with a heavy hammer. Finish 
the repair by tapering the com- 
pound to a feather edge with a 
trowel.
